Non-nurse-crop seedings should 
be sown only on weed-free land 
unless some satisfactory means of 
weed control can be counted on. 
Clipping has not been found satis- 
factory. Application of 2-4-D can 
be used to kill the more trouble- 
some weeds infesting fescue 
stands. 


Row-crop seedings are not fa- 
vored, particularly with large 
acreages or on rolling land since 
erosion inevitably results. Har- 
vesting also is made difficult by 
row seedings. Broadcast or solid 
seedings are preferred, while some 
sow fescue and grain from alter- 
nate spouts. Four pounds of seed 
per acre is ample if most of it 
grows, but six pounds is a safer 
rate. The seed resembles that of 
crested wheatgrass and _ flows 
readily from most grain @rills. 


For best results fescue seed 
should be sown not more than one 
and one-half inches deep. If a 
nurse-crop is used a wise practice 
is to sow the grass seed in a 
separate drilling operation follow- 
ing seeding of the nurse-crop, 
preferably cross-wise to the grain 
runs. 


This second operation will help 
to ensure a firm seed-bed so essen- 
tial to forage crop seedings. Flax, 
Olli barley or wheat sown at regu- 
lar rates make good nurse-crops. 
If oats are used they should be 
sown at a reduced rate. 

As a seed crop creeping red fes- 
cue has the advantage of maturing 
by the first of August, thus per- 
mitting its harvest in good wea- 
ther and before other crops are 
ripe. Usually the first crop, and 
sometimes the second, is tall 
enough to cut by the binder. 
Straight combining has _ proven 
also a satisfactory means of har- 
vest. The seed threshes easily and 
is readily cleaned by suitable ma- 
chinery but it MUST be thor- 
oughly cured when stored in bulk 
else it may heat overnight and lose 
its germination. Two hundred 
pounds per acre is considered a 
good average yield, with individual 
crops running much higher. 

Creeping red fescue is a turf 
grass and should not be regarded 
seriously for hay purposes. As a 
seed producer the present strain 
is uncertain. A well established 
stand usually will give two seed 
crops in succession before taking 
on the appearance of being sod- 
bound. 

There would seem to be no satis- 
factory way by which old stands 
of creeping red fescue can be re- 
juvenated by cultural means. Re- 
cent experiments by the Beaver- 
lodge Station suggest that applica- 
tion of nitrogenous fertilized may 
be an answer, but further investi- 
gation is necessary before a defi- 

ite opinion can be foPmed

Many shrewd political observers will agree with the pre- 
diction Prime Minister St. Laurent made in Edmonton, that if 
the Liberals do not get a clear Commons majority in the forth- 
comnig election there will be somewhat of a sti ilemate in Par- 
liament. At least the opinion is becoming general that the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives have little c hance of electing enough 
members to assume command of the Lower House. 


Mr. George Drew’s early parliamentary forays as Opposi- 
tion leader were spectacular, They greatly improved the mor- 
ale of his party followers throughout Canada; and this, it must 
be ag ayo is a big step toward success at the polls. But as far 
as the Canadian electorate is concerned, they appear to have 
made no lasting impression, As an experienc ‘ed and objective 
radio commentator recently observed, most people have for- 
gotten the issues over which Mr, Drew raised such temporary 
tempests. 

There are signs that the Conservatives’ hopes of making 
substantial inroads in Quebec are waning. Mr. Drew seems to 
be shifting sail in the hope of recovering some of the ground 
he may have lost in the rest of Canada by his first intensive 
drive for Quebec support—which now promises no great hope 
of success. He has succeeded, intentionally or otherwise, 1n 
driving the Liberal and CCF forces closer together by his enun- 
ciation of out-worn Tory policies that hold little place in Cana- 
dian thinking these days. 

On the other hand Mr. St. Laurent appears to be making 
personal and political gains. Debonnaire, courteous and able, 
he is fast developing some of the more robust traits of a poli- 
tical gladiator—a necessity in the rough and tumble of Cana-
